“For more th an a century surveys 
of this swamp, with the object of 
creating a dam , have been m ade. 
In 
1868 a proposed drainage project fell 
through because the land does not 
slope enough for good drainage. 
Coi'ers 23,000 Acres. 
“The site of the proposed dam cov­ 
ers 23.000 acres. 4.000 of which are in 
Ohio and 18.000 in Pennsylvania. 
So 
far. all the land which lies in Ohio 
has been acquired by the project, and 
8.000 acres of the Pennsylvania land , 
have also been purchased. 
Over 5,000 
more acres are under option, and. a ft­ 
er the last appropriation of $3 50.000 
by 
the 
Pennsylvania legislature is 
spent, there will be yet 4.000 acres 
to acquire. 
“In design, the dam will be Ideal, 
located in a n atural basin. 
The flow' 
line has already been chosen, and it 
will be 1.008 feet above sea level. Pro­ 
vision has also been m ade for flood 
prevention. 
W hen 
completed, 
the 
dam will hold back some 74.009,000.- 
000 gallons of water, and will be 28 
square miles in area, or larger th an 
Lake C hatauqua ” 
Fruit Tell* History. 
The history of the prolect was next 
discussed by the Hon. Fred T. Fruit j 
of Sharon, who is secretary of t h e , 
Beaver and Shenango Valleys Con­ 
servation association. 
Mr. Fruit de- J 
clared th at the m odern history of the 
project w'ent back some 25 years, when 
the loam surrounding the Pym atuning 
region was found to be excellent for 
the growing of onions. At this time 
the onion growers wanted to drain 
the sw’amp. and appealed to the state 
legislature for help 
The cities paid 
no attention at all to the swamp, for 
it was believed th at draught would 
be m uch better th an floods. However, 
in a short tim e some of the more far- 
sighted citizens began to grow- alarm ­ 
ed as to the effects th at the drainage 
project would have on the commercial 
w'ater of both Newr Castle and Sharon 
Under the slogan of “Don’t D rain 
the Swamp—Dam It I” the conserva­ 
tion association was formed. 
Action t* Started. 
“In 1911,” continued Mr Fruit, “leg­ 
islature passed a bill authorising the 
dam and providing for a survey 
And 
one of the greatest helps th a t our 
cause has had was the flood of 1913 
and the ensuing property dam age 
After the flood, a visit by the appro­ 
priations com m ittee of the legisla­ 
ture also helped in flrmly establishing 
the conservation association. 
From 
tim e to time, legislature entertained 
bills in favor of the project, but the 
moneys assigned were reduced, or the 
bills were vetoed 
“Governor 
Brum baugh, 
in 
1917. 
passed 
a 
bill 
stating 
th at 
money 
w'ould be forthcom ing from the state 
treasury if all the lands in Ohio, 
which would be affected by the dam 
could be purchased and submerged 
/ i corporation was form ed and stock 
was bought by the Beaver and She­ 
nango valleys w ater users. 
Although 
it mui a great trouble to purchase 
the land in Ohio, it was Anally ac­ 
complished ” 
C anal Oppose*. 
Mr. Fruit then went on to tell of 
the trouble which was encountered 
by the association through the oppo­ 
sition of a canal company, which 
wanted to divert the w ater into the 
M ahoning river. Although no definite 
decision has ss yet been reached, yet 
it Is alm ost positive tWat w'hen the 
project is completed, the w’ater will 
come down the Shenango valley. 
The history of the project thiough 
the Pinchot adm inistration w*as next 
discussed by Mr. Fruit. 
It w'as advo­ 
cated a t th at tim e th at the m unici­ 
palities affected issue bonds, build the 
project, and in 30 years the state 
would repay the 
money. 
Because 
the cities could raise but $ 1.500.000. 
while the dam would cost $3,000.000, 
the offer was rejected. 
G overnor Interested. 
“Governor Fisher is im m ensely in- 
| terested in the project," concluded 
Mr. Fruit, "and he is especially anx- 
iotis for its completion. 
At the last 
sitting 
of

legislature. 
Senator 
Oeorge T W eingartner introduced a 
bill calling for $650,000, the am ount 


required to purchase the rem aining 
land, but this was reduced to $350.000, 
which is now being used in purchas­ 
ing the rem aining land. 
“The dam 
when

.should be state-ow ned and controlled 
but the cities which are to benefit 
should also contribute according to 
their ability and the good th a t the 
dam will do to them . Conferences will 
take place this spring and summer, 
and final plans will be worked out 
so they can be presented to the 1929 
legislature Co-operation I* the only 
way in which the project can be put 
over and it is my firm belief th a t all 
of the residents of the Beaver and 
Shenango valleys should get behind 
the project and see th a t it does go 
ever.” 
An ovation greeted the concluding 
rem arks by Mr. Fruit which was re ­ 
doubled when he greeted E C. Brown 
through whose aid the land has been 
purchased 
At the conclusion of Mr. Fruit's 
address. Mr Dickey again called E C.
